REMARKS 

Reconsideration and allowance of this application are respectfully requested. Claims 1, 2, 
5, 8, 1 1 and 14-42 are pending and at issue. 


Rejection Under 35 U.S.C. S 112. M, H2 

Claim 1 was rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 112, first and second paragraphs, because the 
Examiner argues that the terms "heterocyclyl" and "heteroaryl" are unclear. Briefly, the Examiner 
asserted that the term "heteroaryl" is not clear or specific and that the "reader must produce the 
heterocyclic ring, in question" (Office Action at 5). Moreover, he argues that "heteroaryl" 

likewise, means many different things to different people. Some definitions of heterocyclic 
include B, P and As as hetero atoms. The USPTO does not consider those heterocyclic, 
and does not classify those patents as hetero rings. What applicants intend need be found 
in the claim.
